Development Fund Edges Upward 


Development Fund gifts and pledges dropped Sharply in the re- 
porting period covering the final weeks of 1960 and the first week of 
1961, After receipt of pledges and gifts of $29,782 in the Dec. 7-Jan. 6 


period, the Development Fund stood at 
$2,067,127.42. 

Until the past month, the Develop- 
ment Fund had been showing a gain of 
approximately $100,00 each month. An 
$88,000 gain in November had pushed 
the fund campaign past the $2 million 
mark in the drive for an immediate goal 
of $2,594,000. 

Passing of the Christmas season, re- 
newed effort by volunteer campaigners, 
and beginning of construction of the 
new University library are among fac- 
tors that are being counted on for an 
upturn in the fund-raising effort. 

With Governor John Patterson taking 
part in the ceremonies, ground for the 
new library was broken in Auburn on 
December 21, Scheduled completion date 
for the $2 million building is summer, 
1962. The library should then be in use 
by the fall quarter. 

Providing new books for the library 
is one of three objectives of the immed- 
iate goal of the Development Program: 
$787,000 is the goal for this project. A 
nuclear science center costing some $1,- 
071,000 and purchase of scientific equip- 
ment in the amount of $736,000 account 
for the balance of the $2,594,000 immed- 
iate Development goal. 

Funds for construction of the lib- 
rary are part of Auburn’s $6.8 million

search professor of physics. 

The grant will be used to support re- 
search study of synthetic fiber and the 
ultimate’ structure of matter, Dr. How- 
ard Carr, physics department head, said. 


April 21 To See End 
Of Auburn Probation 


An attitude of “glad that it’s ending,” 
and appreciation of loyalty of alumni 
and friends prevailed at the Field House 
following the January 21 announcement 
by the National Collegiate Athletic As- 
sociation that Auburn’s five-year ath- 
letic probation would end April 21. The 
three-year ban on NCAA and other 
post-season athletic competition and 
sharing in television receipts was lifted 
by action of the NCAA Council in the 
course of the 55th annual convention 
of the NCAA in Pittsburgh, attended by 
Athletic Director Jeff Beard and other 
members of the athletic staff. 


Originally..the ban, which. followed 
hard on the heels of a two-year one, 
would have expired September 1. The 
earlier date was approved to avoid pen- 
alizing Auburn baseball and track teams 
an extra year. The probation, one of 
NCAA’s most severe, has covered all 
Auburn sports. 


Coach Ralph Jordan, in commeriting 
on the NCAA action, again compli- 
mented alumni and friends for their 
continued support: He was also high in 
his praise for the spirit and determi- 
nation of Auburn athletes who compiled 
an Outstanding record in the face of no 
possibility of national competitions. 


Auburn won a national football cham- 
pionship in 1957 ,went undefeated again 
in 1958 and had seasons that probably 
would have earned bowl consideration 
in the past two years. Auburn won its 
first SEC basketball title last year and 
also had conference championships in 
baseball and track in the probationary 
period. 


National Science Foundation Makes Grant 
To Auburn For Third Summer Institute 


Auburn University has received a 
$140,700 grant from the National Science 
Foundation to sponsor a summer insti- 
tute for high school teachers of science 
and mathematics. 

This will be the third such NSF pro- 
gram at Auburn. It will begin on June 
12 and continue through August 24. 

The program for the coming sum- 
mer will be divided into two principal 
parts, one for mathematics, headed by 
Dr. Ernest Williams, professor of math- 
ematics, and another for science, headed 
by Dr. Julian Dusi, associate professor 
in zoology-entomology. 

Those eligible for participation are 
either public, private, or parochial jun- 
ior and senior high school] teachers of 
science and mathematics. Benefits to 
the 100 appointees will be $75 per week 
for ten and a half weeks, a dependency 
allowance of $15 per week for up to 


four dependents, a travel allowance and 
all tuition and fees. 

Objective of the summer program is 
to help teachers strengthen their know- 
ledge of basic subject matter, and to 
acquaint them with recent develop- 
ments in mathematics and science. En- 
couragement is given the teachers to re- 
late those developments to their high 
school teaching. 

In commenting on the approaching 
institute Director Williams stated that 
“teachers who have not yet attended a 
National Science Foundation summer 
institute are especially urged to apply. 
It is possible for teachers to earn a ma- 
jor portion of the credit hours required 
for a master’s degree by participation 
in a sequence of such institutes at Au- 
burn.” 

Requests for applications to attend 
the Auburn summer institute may be 
made to Dr. Williams, Mathematics De- 
partment, Auburn University. 


Many graduate students will have op- 
wertunities to associate with the re- 
search program, Dr. Carr added. 

In addition he said, “The textile in- 
dustry of Alabama will benefit from the 
fundamental research conducted in the 
program,” 

Dr. Heyn, a native of The Nether- 
lands and a citizen of the U. S. since 
1933, came to Auburn from a profes- 
sorship at Clemson College, S. C. 

When Auburn’s_ proposed * physical 
science center is completed the new 
laboratory will be located in it. He will 
work in a lab in Tichenor Hall until 
that time. One of the instruments to be 
placed in the facility, an electron micro- 
Scope, will, explained Dr. Heyn, “permit 
one to look right into the heart of mat- 
ter itself.” 


Dr. Heyn received his Ph.D. degree 
in physical science at the University of 
Utrecht, the Netherlands. He did post- 
doctoral work at the Sorbonne, Univer- 
sity of Paris and at the University of 
Leeds. In 1936 he was named head of 
the Fiber Research Institute in the 
Dutch East Indies. When the Nether- 
land East Indies became independent, 
he was on a governmental mission to 
this country. Subsequently, he accepted 
a professorship at Clemson College. 

He has written for some 60 publica- 
tions in addition to a book on fiber 
structure, 

Dr. Heyn is a fellow of the Ameri- 
can Association for the Advancement 
of Science, of the Royal Microscopical 
Society of England, and a member of 
numerous scientific societies including 
charter membership of the Biophysical 
Society of America. He also belongs to 
the New York Academy of Science. 

Mrs. Heyn is from Georgia and is an 
alumnus of the University of Georgia. 


Auburn Wins Nine More 
Graduate Fellowships 


Auburn University will have a total 
of 27 graduate fellowships under the 
National Defense Education Act of 1958 
beginning at the start of the next school 
year, according to Dr. W. V. Parker, 
dean of the Graduate School. This will 
represent an increase of nine. 

The new fellowships will be in agro- 
nomy and soils, chemistry and mathe- 
matics. In addition to the new fellow- 
ships, the University will have seven 
third-year fellowships and four second- 
year fellowships in mathematics, four 
second-year fellowships in chemistry, 
and three second-year fellowships in 
agronomy and soils. 

This support of the Auburn graduate 
program will exceed $300,000 over the 
next three years. Under the NDEA, all 
fellowships are for three years with 
$2,000 for the first year, $2,200 for the 
second and $2,400 for the third. An ad- 
ditional $400 per year is allowed for 
each dependent. The University receives 
up to $2,500 per year for fellowship 
holders for expenses incurred in pro- 
viding instruction in the graduate pro- 
grams. 

“The new fellowships are available to 
students interested in working for the 
Ph.D. degree in preparation for college 
teaching,” according to Dean Parker.

From The Editor's Cubbyhole— 


For 1961—A Call To Perseverance

Several weeks ago state papers carried the brief announcement that 
consideration: was being given to a proposal for a legislative commis- 
sion to) study possible abuses in handling expenditures of school funds. 


To the legislator considering such a 
commission it perhaps seemed incred- 
ible that school system after school 
system over the state is heading for 
financial difficulties before reaching 
the énd of the current school year—in- 
credible in the face of record-breaking 
appropriations for education made by 
the Legislature in 1959. 

It is to this problem of disappoint- 
ment after a major effort that we 
would like to speak for here, we be- 
lieve, Auburn alumni can render a real 
service to the cause of education and 
to their University. What impact can 
you and 20,000 other alumni in Ala- 
bama make in your office or shop or 
neighborhood or town by expressing 
determination that our educational 
system shall be improved and by ex- 
hibiting perserverance in the face of 
recognized and admitted problems? 

Proration at best is difficult to live 
with. It has been particularly bitter in 
the current two school years, first, be- 
cause such high hopes accompanied 
passage of the education appropriation 
bill in the 1959 special session. Auburn, 
for example, entered this biennium ex- 
pecting to make major gains in adding 
new faculty and staff members and 
obtaining new equipment. At current 
estimates of proration, Auburn stands 
to lose some $1.4 million of the funds 
appropriated for the two-year period. 
Under these circumstances results have 
been uneven. Encouragingly, some fa- 
culty additions have been made. Dis- 
appointingly, too many faculty needs 
remain unfilled; many new equipment 
purchases have not been made. 

That some should react by pointing 
a finger at educators with implications 
of waste is in a sense understandable. 
Admittedly, even after proration takes 
nditures are at 
a record level. Why, then, a continued 
and even deepening financial problem 
for Alabama’s educational system? We 
must not lose sight of several factors. 

First and foremost is the fact that 
ours is a growing educational system. 
Sheer growth in numbers compels in- 
creased expenditures. For example, 
Alabama schools enrolled 681,000 chil- 
dren in 1950-51. By 1958-59, latest year 
for which official figures are available, 
775,000 were enrolled. Growth of this 
magnitude in part explains the neces- 
sity for increasing educational approp- 
riations, Despite significant growth, 
Auburn, as other colleges, is yet to face 
the greatest pressures of enrollment 
growth. Increases to date are largely 
attributable to the fact that larger pro- 
portions of our youth complete high 
school and seek college entrance. It is 
not until we come to the young people 
enrolled in the 12th grade today that 
we see the vanguard of the greater 
numbers born in the 1940’s and 1950's. 
Thus, on the collegiate level we now 
face the dual pressures of greater num- 
bers and greater proportions. There 
are greater numbers by reason of births 
and accelerating this growth are the 
greater proportions seeking a college 
education, 

Secondly, needs that are’ postponed 
because of proration do not disappear. 
They must be added to succeeding 
money requests. Auburn, as mentioned 
earlier, stands to lose some $1.4 million 
from its appropriated funds because of 
proration. Hence, in its coming legis- 
lative request Auburn must again seek 
the items represented by this $1.4 mil- 
lion. In addition, Auburn must seek 
funds to accomodate the growth of the 
current biennium and prepare for the 
new demands and opportunities of the 
1961-63 biennium, 

There remains the problem of quality 
in education. Bulk of our recent ex- 
penditures for education have gone to 
make more years of school available 
to more young Alabamians. This is a 
notable trend in view of excessive 
“drop-out” rates of former*years and 
woeful lack of college-educated men 


and women in the state’s population. 
Emphasis increasingly must be focused 
on improvements in quality of educa- 
tion if our youth are to compete with 
those of other states, if industry is to 
be attracted by the competence of our 
manpower, if we are to have scientists, 
teachers, technicians, engineers and 
many others to contribute to the de- 
velopment of Alabama in countless 
fields of endeavor. 

Thus, it seems to us, that there is 
little room for mystery as to what 
becomes of the ‘‘education dollar” and 
why Alabama’s education budget con- 
tinues and should continue to grow. 
This is not to deny the right of anyone 
to ask for an accounting of funds for 
public education. We should recall, 
however, that as recently as 1958 the 
legislatively-appointed Alabama Edu- 
cation Commission, in making an ex- 
haustive study of educational opera- 
tions, policies and needs, called the ac-~ 
counting system “an excellent one” 
and, in general, was “pleased at the 
things being purchased on limited bud- 
gets.” 

So it is that determination and per- 
severance seem the better course for 
1961 rather than disappointment and 
insinuation. Auburn alumni have con- 
tributed immeasurably to recent ac- 
complishments—new buildings for ag- 
ricultural and veterinary research, ac- 
creditation in engineering departments, 
increased (though prorated) approp- 
riations, a new library (under con- 
struction) and encouraging progress in 
a development program. After such 
sustained effort a “let down” would be 
easy—and costly. A certain momentum 
has been generated, certainly in sup- 
port of Auburn, and, we believe, in 
support of education over the state: 
witness the examples of local tax ef- 
fort, active P-TA’s and citizen’s schoo] 
committees. Too, Alabama continues to 
grow in economic ability. State Cham- 
ber of Commerce President Jack War- 
ner recently announced that invest- 
ments for new and expanded industry 
in the state during 1960 placed the year 
among the top five in the state’s his- 
tory. 

Certainly one of Auburn’s charac- 
teristics or traditions is its persever- 
ance. We think Auburn alumni can 
render real service in 1961 by fortify- 
ing themselves with a thorough know- 
ledge of education’s status and then 
championing its cause in whatever cir- 
cles they may move. Progress has been 
made; much remains to be made, Per- 
severe!

James 
Woodall and William Hauser. It is en- 
titled “The Two R’s” and will begin on 
Jan. 17. It will be offered on Tuesdays 
and Thursdays from 6:30 to 7 p.m. until 
May 18. 
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Samford Moves To Chairmanship 


Forty-six years ago a young Auburn graduate entered the insurance 
business. Today he is chairman of the board of the company he joined 
40 years ago and which ranks today as one of the fastest growing in- 


surance companies in the nation. Lib- 
erty National Life Insurance Company 
elevated him to the new post at its 
annual directors meeting last month 
in Birmingham. In these 46 years Frank 
Park Samford 714 has achieved a dis-

tinctive place in the business, civic and 
educational life of Alabama to add new 
lustre to a name already respected in 
this state. 

As might be expected of a man 
whose administrative abilities have 
won him a post on numerous business 
directorships and have been widely 
sought by educational institutions and 
civic and professional groups, Mr. Sam- 
ford pointed out that in his new posi- 
tion he expects to continue as an active 
executive—that he will retain super- 
visory authority of the company. As he 
phrased it, he will not be carrying the 
ball but coaching from the sidelines. 

The occasion of Mr. Samford’s pro- 
motion also marked promotions for 
two other Auburn alumni in the firm’s 
top management. Stepping into his 
father’s former position is Frank P. 
Samford, Jr. "41, previously vice presi- 
dent of the industrial division. Promo- 
ted to the new post of senior vice presi- 
dent is Alvin A. Biggio ’26, currently 
serving as general chairman of the Au- 
burn Development Program, The new 
president of Liberty National attended 
Auburn one year before entering Yale 
where he majored in economics. He 
also holds a law degree from the Uni- 
versity of Alabama, 

Born in Troy on Nov. 1, 1893, Mr. 
Samford is the son of the late Judge 
William Hodges and Kate Park Sam- 
ford. His father was a long-time judge 
of the State Court of Appeals. His 
grandfather was William J. Samford in 
whose honor Auburn’s Samford Hall 
is named. His family association with 
Auburn extends to his great-grand- 
father, a newspaper publisher in Au- 
burn and Tuskegee, 

Mr. Samford entered Auburn after 
schooling in Troy and Montgomery. 
According to the 1914 Glomerata, he 
came to Auburn known by few and 
left unknown by few. In addition to 
holding a number of class offices, he 
displayed his father’s and grandfather’s 
affinity for public speaking. He re- 
mains an able speaker and works dili- 
gently to assure that his talks have 
significance. A student at an Auburn 
that still placed considerable emphasis 
on military training, the young Sam- 
ford was “best drilled cadet” as a 

‘junior and in his senior year as cadet 
captain, his Company G was “best 
drilled company.” 

As a student he roomed and boarded 
at the home of Mrs. L. A. Terrell one 
of Auburn’s oldest and best remem- 
bered homes, Frank Jr. also stayed at 
the Terrell home during his year at 
Auburn, Other members of the family 
are Mrs, Samford, the former Hattie 
Mae Noland, and a daughter, Ann, now 
Mrs. Sam Upchurch of Birmingham. 
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Working with Manhatf&n Life of New 
York for a short time after gradua- 
tion, Mr. Samford next spent four years 


as the first deputy insurance commis- _ 


sioner of Alabama’s newly created In- 
surance Department. Returning to pri- 
vate business he became secretary- 
treasurer in 1921 of the company that 
was to become the Liberty National 
Life Insurance Company. The change 
in name came in 1929 when the comp- 
any moved to Alabama. He was named 
vice president in 1932 and then presi- 
dent in 1934. Under his guidance the 
company grew and entered the indus- 
trial and burial insurance business with 
the purchase of companies in these 
fields. Mr, Samford’s twentieth year 
with the company was marked by 
achievement of the goal of $100 million 
of insurance in force. By now a fast- 
growing firm, Liberty National passed 
the $1 billion mark in 1955. After a 
record-breaking 1959, the company’s 
1900 agents set their sights on a new 
record of a $300 million year in 1960 
to hit the $2 billion mark to celebrate 
“Mr. Frank’s” fortieth anniversary. As 
1960 gave way to 1961 they made good 
on their goal. 

His business and administrative a- 
bilities have won him a place as di- 
rector of numerous enterprises in the 
State and region. He is a present mem- 
ber and past president of both the 
Alabama Chamber of Commerce and 
Associated Industries of Alabama, a 
past director of the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce. 


Through the busy years of his firm’s 
spectacular growth, Mr. Samford has 
played an active role in civic life, He 
has headed the board of deacons of 
his church, Birmingham’s Southside 
Baptist, been district governor of Ro- 
tary, headed the Jefferson County 
Community Chest, been a board mem- 
ber for both YMCA and YWCA and 
numerous .other organizations. 

Still another large portion of his 
time and talents have gone to educa- 
tional institutions—to Howard College 
and the Southern Research Institute as 
well as to his Alma Mater. He is a 
trustee of both and is serving as chair- 
man of the board at Howard which has 
awarded him an honorary doctor’s de- 
gree. For the past 20 years Auburn has 
called on him for continuous service. 
He served as the president of the Au- 
burn Alumni Association from 1943 to 
1945, following in the footsteps of his fa- 
ther who had headed the Association 
in the 1920’s. In 1946 Mr. Samford was 
named to the Board of Trustees by 
Gov.

India Asks Swingle 
To Review Progress 


Instead of his normal headquarters in 
the Fisheries: Building at Auburn, Dr. 
H, S. Swingle, fish culturist of the Ag- 
ricultural Experiment Station, is tem- 
porarily working out of his new office 
in New Delhi, India. 


At the special request of the Indian 
Government, Dr. Swingle and his as- 
sociates will visit all fresh water and 
marine fisheries research stations in 
India. to assess research accomplish- 
ments and plan work for the next five- 
year period. Arrangements for the trip 
were made through the Rockefeller 
Foundation. 

Being called upon to aid foreign coun- 
tries in the field in which he is emi- 
nently suited is nothing new to this au- 
thority on fresh water fisheries. In 1957 
he made an around-the-world trip dur- 
ing which he served as a special fish- 
eries consultant in Israel, consulted with 
researchers in India, presented two pa- 
pers at the Ninth Pacific Science Con- 
gress in Bangkok, Thailand, and assisted 
Thailand researchers in establishing new 
fisheries projects.

During 
her tenure a scholarship program has 
been started for Future Homemakers 
and New Homemakers and FHA’ers 
have begun the planting of red roses 
at schools and homes. Dr, Bentley re- 
ceived her Master’s degree at Tennes- 
see and Doctor’s degree from Colum- 
bia.

Alabama’s Woman of the Year award 
went to Mrs. Spidle for “distinguished 
service to young rural women in the 
state.” Since she came to Auburn in 
1938, the School of Home Economics 
has grown from five to 22 faculty mem- 
bers. In her tenure 1,076 students have 
received B.S. or M.S. degrees in home 
economics. Dean Spidle, who also 
heads the home economics department 
of the Agricultural Experiment Station, 
is particularly proud of her school’s re- 
search program.

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Several weeks ago The Alumnews Editor, in 
search of a feature story, accompanied Alumni 
Field Secretary Herb White ’55 on a trip to 
Huntsville.

a greater Tech. Tech has been engaged in this 
program for several years—and many other col- 
leges have had similar programs for a number of 
years. However, Tech men are proud because 
year after year Tech alumni rank among the 
top alumni groups in the nation in percentage 
of alumni participation in their loyalty program. 

The Tech man at Huntsville had a little 
pamphlet on his desk in the engineering section 
at Brown Engineering. The pamphlet was a rec- 
ord of Georgia Tech’s “Loyalty Fund” success. 
He pulled out that little pamphlet when he ov- 
erheard the editor of The Alumnews taiking 
about the Auburn Development Program and 
the Auburn Spirit to an Auburn alumnus. He 
put the little pamphlet down before the editor 
and the Auburn alumnus, and he asked his 
question and smiled. 

In mid-February, Alvin A. Biggio ’26 and 
Ben S. Gilmer ’26 launched the Auburn Devel- 
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opment Program into a coordinated “General 
Alumni Phase.” Mailing pieces have gone to 
practically all Auburn alumni on record—and 
the first week’s response has been somewhat dis- _ 
appointing, to put it mildly. Willing volunteers _ 
ready to demonstrate their loyalty by contacting 
only five fellow alumni have been few in num- 
ber to date. , - 

The editor of The Alumnews is not willing 
yet to accept the implication of that Tech man’s 
smile. For he believes that the volunteer cards 
and the purchased shares in the Nuclear Science 
Center will come rolling in within the next few 
days. He believes that Auburn alumni can and 
will answer any challenge to the Auburn Spirit 
‘(and he respects the challenge of aGeorgia Teca 
man)—But if several weeks pass and his expec- 
tations are unfulfilled, he may print the words 
and music to “Ramblin’ Wreck” in this place — 
and prepare to live forever haunted by that — 
knowing smile of the Tech alumnus in Hunts- _ 
ville.

000 will not apply to the three original 
purposes for which the $2,594,000 goal 
was set. Chairman Biggio expects an-« 
other $150,000 from special gifts pros- 
pects already contacted. To build the 
Nuclear Science Center and purchase 
the library books and the scientific — 
equipment originally planned, another 
$617,000 was needed and became the 
logical goal of the General Alumni 
Phase. 


Then Messrs. Biggio and Gilmer not- 
ed that the $617,000 needed was al-

Education Can’t Provide Us Faith 


Perhaps, in a paper where much ink is spent on the actual and 
potential accomplishments of education, we should occasionally note 
the limitations of formal education—which is a process of learning by 


the experience of others. Soren Kier- 
kegaard wisely noted: “Whatever the 
one generation may learn from the 
other, that which is genuinely human 
no generation learns from the fore- 
going. In this respect every generation 
begins primitively, has no different 
task from that of every previous gene- 
ration, nor does it get further, except 
in so far as the preceding generation 
shirked its task.” Kierkegaard then 
discussed love and faith as specific ex- 
amples of that which one generation, 
or one individual, cannot learn from 
another, 


Those of us closely associated with 
formal educational processes need not 
only to remember this truth but to re- 
cognize that emphasizing it is one of 
education’s most important functions. 
Education must emphasize that no one 
can teach love and faith, that the in- 
dividual hag the privilege, responsi- 
bility, and necessity for discovering 
them in the depths of his own being 


Poor Education Costs State Billions

A comparatively poor educational system is costing Alabama many 


millions, probably billions, of dollars in potential income from a single 
Source. Auburn freshmen averaged only slightly better than C last 


quarter. Teachers’ salaries should be 
high enough to enable administrators 
to fire the consistently ‘poor ones. 
Realistic, tough-minded parents too 
seldom speak their minds to teachers 
and school administrators—These are 
a few of the numerous problems and 
conclusions discussed when industry 
and education got together here to talk 
things over on Feb, 7. 


Representatives of a majority of Ala- 

-bama’s jargest industrial organizations 
and Federal agencies (see story. on 
page 3 for details) attended the “In- 
dustry and Education Talk It Over” 
conference, which was sponsored by 
the School of Engineering and coordin- 
ated by Charles E. Gearing, director of 
Auburn’s Cooperative Education Pro- 
gram. Dean Fred H. Pumphrey, Mr. 
Gearing, and their associates planned 
the conference on the theme of two- 
way communication. They got just 
that in a fast-moving, forthright dis. 
cussion from both Auburn educators 
and Alabama industrialists. Both 
groups evidently found themselves in 
general harmony on major issues, and 
the industrialists found many pleas- 
fing developments .at Auburn. . How- 
ever, all participants saw much that 
needs to be done for Alabama edu- 
cation, and their suggestions in this 
matter deserve the attention of all 
Auburn alumni—and particularly of 
Auburn alumni living in Alabama. 


Education Creates Wealth — This 
concept, implicit throughout the con- 
ference and explicit often, came into 
startlingly clear focus when Dr. J. C. 
McCall noted that Alabama’s compara- 
tively poor educational system is cost- 
ing the state untold millions, probably 
billions, in possible contracts from 
Federal agencies located in Huntsville. 
Dr. McCall—assistant to Dr. Werner 
Von Braun, director of the George C. 
‘Marshall Space Flight Center—noted 
‘that Huntsville is the missile and space 
flight research and development cen- 
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ter of the Free World. Federal agen- 
cies at Huntsville control the spending 
of billions of dollars, and 80-90 per 
cent of those billions are spent outside 
Alabama, he said. 

Dr. McCall told industrialists and 
educators: The relative inadequacy of 
Alabama educational facilities prevents 
the spending of a much larger pro- 
portion of those billions in this state. 
Federal agencies in Huntsville offer an 
enviable source for greatly increasing 
the wealth of all Anam if the peo- 
ple of the state are willing to improve 
educational facilities to take advantage 
of the opportunity. Research comp- 
anies locate in Boston, not because 
they want to pay high municipal taxes 
but because Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology is there; or they locate in 
Los Angeles, not because they like 
smog but because California Institute 
of Technology is there. 

The Education Gap—pr, Howard 
W. Waddle, head of West Point Manu- 
facturing’s Chemical Department, call- 
ed attention to the education gap be- 
tween high school and college by citing 
a Plainsman story showing that first 
quarter freshmen men averaged only 
-990 last quarter (1.000 equals C in Au- 
burn’s honor point system—During the 
quarter referred to, freshmen women 
averaged 1.295; the combined average 
of all freshmen was 1.060).—The aver- 
age entering freshman was consider- 
ably better than a C student in high 
school; hence the low average of first 
quarter freshmen indicates the breadth 
of the gap from high school to college. 
The consensus of industrialists was that 
the gap is far too wide and that it is 
both undesirable and unnecessary. 

Many of the industrialists blamed 
the educational gap in large measure 
upon the social emphasis existent in 
public schools in recent decades. One 
said, “Our problem now is to get back 
to the standards that we had in our 
public schools 30 years ago.” The con- 
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grapher. The Auburn Alumnews was

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sensus of industrialists was that the 
academic standards of public schools 
are too low; that social promotion is 
detrimental; that considerable poor 
teaching takes place at the grammar 
school, high school, and college level. 


What Is Auburn Doing?—Indust- 
rialists wanted to know whether Au- 
burn is conscious of the breadth of the 
gap and if so what Auburn is doing 
and plans to do about it. President 
Draughon, Dean Pumphrey, Develop- 
ment Director Joseph B. Sarver, Jr., 
and others reported first that Auburn 
is acutely aware of the gap—not only 
because of the first quarter grades of 
entering freshmen but also because a 
large segment (usually from one-fourth 
to one-third) of the freshman class must 
take remedial (i.e., high school level, 
non-credit) courses in English and 
mathematics; next that Auburn is of- 
fering both remedial English and 
mathematics to high school seniors 
over the Alabama Educational Tele- 
vision Network; that members of the 
Auburn English and Mathematics De- 
partments have been working coopera- 
tively with public school teachers and 
administrators for several years to re- 
duce the gap. 

Furthermore, President Draughon re- 
ported that the Auburn School of Edu- 
cation has made significant strides in 
the past five years in improving teacher 
training. Dean Truman Pierce and as- 
sociates have placed renewed empha- 
Sis upon subject matter studies for 
teachers and future teachers. In addi- 
tion, under the auspices of the National 
Science Foundation and with leader- 
ship of Dr. Ernest Williams, Auburn 
Professor of mathematics, Auburn now 
offers a summer science institute for 
the benefit of high school science and 
mathematics teachers. And Dean 
Pumphrey explained how the pre- 
engineering program serves to bridge 
the gap for the would-be engineers 
that have already reached college in- 
adequately prepared. 


Bold Action Needed — Industriay- 
ists and educators agreed, however, 
that further bold action for excellence 
in education is needed now. Dr. Karl 
Brenkert, Jr., assistant dean of Engi- 
neering, said that students should con- 
sciously begin preparation for college 
in the seventh and eighth grades, The 
School of Engineering has asked edu- 
cators in the State Department of Edu- 
cation to step up high school mathe. 
matics programs so that Auburn can 
Start engineering students in calculus 
and analytical geometry when they 
come to Auburn, he said. Represen- 
tatives of the Engineering School will 
meet with groups of high school prin- 
cipals to encourage adoption of the pro- 
gram, but the success or failure of this 
or any program for excellence rests 


and through the revelation and disci« 
pline of personal experience. Educa- 
tion must do so because a tendency 
to constantly imply the contrary is an 
inherent evil of society, and the high- 
est purpose of education is to save tha 
individual and through him society 
from the inherent evils of society.

Brenkert concluded. 

A spokesman among the industrialists 
then suggested that the greatest need 
in education is for the tough-minded 
realists to speak out and give teachers 
moral support. Most teachers are able 
and eager to do a bettér job he said, 
but they need the moral support of the 
parents, the civic leaders, and the legis< 
lators who believe that a student must 
either study or flunk. The teacher, he 
Said, seldom hears from such people, 
but receives numerous complaints from 
the opposite extreme, There are, how< 
ever, he admitted, some teachers at all 
levels of instruction that cannot or will 
not deliver, that do not teach. To solve 
this problem, we need to pay teach-« 
ers enough that we can do away with 
a “civil-service-type tenure system” 
that we now offer in lieu of adequate 
pay. We ought to pay teachers and 
professors salaries commensurate with 
those of industry and then fire those 
who consistently fail to deliver, ha 
said, 

Unfortunately, space limitations pre 
vent our listing all of the provocative 
suggestions made by industrialists and 
educators at their “talk it over” con« 
ference, But the few that are detailed 
above indicate how fruitful the con« 
ference was.

Dean Kar] Brenkert, Jr., and Head of 
Pre-Engineering Howard Strong. 

Also participating in the conference 
were the following engineering head 
professors: W. E. Lane, Industrial 
Management; D, M. Vestal, Jr., Mech- 
anical Engineering; C. L. Adams, Tex- 
tile Technology; C. A. Basore, Chemi- 
cal Engineering; D. T. Jones, Industrial 
Laboratories; William H. Francis, En- 
gineering Graphics; R. D. Spann, Elec- 
trical Engineering; M. S. Priest, Civil 
Enginering; R. G. Pitts, Aeronautical 
Engineering. 
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If the pursuit of Architecture as a 
curriculum has more rewards than 
the satisfaction of the urge to create, 
a major additional one is the satis- 
faction of the urge to inquire. For 
good architecture is the product of 
a design process which must be pre- 
faced by, and continually reinforced 
with, a great deal of research. The in- 
tellectually curious student who in- 
quires thoroughly into principle and 
“who respects the lessons of history as 
well as the speculations of theory is all 
too rare in any field of study. But it 
seems to me that such scholarly en- 
*deavor is particularly essential in both 
the study and practice of architecture, 
_The chaotic: scene about us is solemn 
evidence of an architecture suffering 
from equivocal direction, quasi-con- 
. viction and hasty decision which might 
be partially remedied by more ade- 
quate investigative effort and under- 
Standing on the part of student and 
practitioner. 

So perhaps it was a sense of obliga- 
tion as well as a curiosity that led me 
.to more than the usual involvement in 
the research phase for the design pro- 
.ject which my fifth-year classmates 
and I recently encountered. 


Our problem, the design of “A Penal 
Institution for the State of Alabama,” 
was a challenging one and for many of 


Ms it served as an introduction to the 


archaic and unsuccessful judicial and 
‘penal systems in the United States; 
most of us were also unfamiliar with the 
-noble aims of modern penology. 

The problem was realistic enough. 
When we began our study, the State of 
Alabama had already taken prelimi- 
nary steps toward the design of a large 
institution to be located some ten to 
fifteen miles from the city of Mont- 
gomery and to accommodate approxi- 
‘mately 2,000 inmates. We discovered 
at the outset that this was a project 
of enormous scope and complexity, In 
-addition to provisions for separate 


-Maximum, medium and minimum cus- 


todial facilities with their appropriate 


- industrial and agricultural components, 
\the program called for (1) receiving 


and classification facilities, (2) hospi- 


- tal and facilities for the aging and in. 
-firmed, (3) pre-release center, (4) 
housing and community facilities for 


administrative, service and custodia] 
personnel. 

It is often difficult to define the de- 
sign limits of an architectural prob- 
lem. And although I think it is ad- 


-vantageous for us to go beyond the 


mere physical considerations in our 
thinking, I have discovered that the 
architect is Over-loading his art: to 
charge it with the responsibility for 
the overall success of the building’s 
usé and operation. In the design of a 
prison, for example, he can do little 
more than produce the appropriate 
quality of space. It is the penologist 
and the prison personnel who clearly 
promote what I shall call the spirit-in- 
the-space, or those attitudes and atmos- 
Pheres which inhabit the building. 
There is much evidence of the re- 
markable jobs being done by institu- 
tional personne] in inadequate and ob- 
solete physica] plants and it is reason- 
able to assume that a building satis- 
flying all requirements for the func- 


tioning of an ideal prison program 


could easily fail without competent 
direction from the staff. 


Although the design of the penal in- 
stitution is probably the only topic

about which I am qualified to write, I 
am concerned with that phase here 
only as it relates as an extension of 
our research findings, And if it is clear 
that I am newly acquainted with mod- 
ern penology and only recently con- 
scious of the serious problems in the 
area of crime and punishment which 
face us, then I would like to discuss 
here my superficial but rather enlight- 
ening contact with penology and the 
spirit-in-the-space. 

Crime and consequent punishment 
are as old as society. We are able to 
trace the. history of crime and the 
evolution of punitive measures back to 
some 3,000 years before the birth of 
Christ. The first organized judicial sys- 
tem belonged to the Egyptians whose 
penalties for offenses ranged from hu- 
miliation, flogging and mutilation to 
beheading, burning, strangulation, and 
the application to the skin of a corro- 
sive and deadly embalming fluid, 
Methods of dealing with _ society’s 
transgressors since those times have 
run the full gamut of atrocities: brand- 
ing, maiming, starving, banishment, 
ostracization, public humiliation, con- 
finement and fining. (At some point 
in the history of merry old England, 
gOssips were forced to wear a “brank” 
or_iron framework which enclosed the 
head and projected a plate of iron 


‘spikes into the offender’s mouth so 


that any movement of her tongue was 
painful.) And capital punishments of 
stoning, drowning, crucifixion, boiling 
in oil, racking, hanging, asphyxiation 
and electrocution would seem to indi- 
cate that over the years man has taxed 
his ingenuity to insure that vengeance 
‘would be vivid. 

The criminal laws in the United 
States have not explored the possibili- 
ties of inhumane punitive measures. 
To the contrary, we have for several 
years justified our punishments on 
grounds that they are humane. There 
are numerous instances which could 
be cited to question such justification, 
and if one feels that confinement in a 
typical state penitentiary is humane, a 
look behind the walls at the conditions 
prevalent there is recommended. 


However humane we purport to be, 
the fact is an unfortunate one that we 
have traditionally fostered the concept 
of retribution and legal vengeance with- 
out ever really investigating rationally 
its ethic as a moral and legal maxim, 
or its effectiveness as a practice. We 
readily adopted the stringent retribu- 
tive Anglo-Saxon laws of our forebears 
and the operation of those laws in the 
shadow of a vengeful God. has shaped 
us into a culture of outrage, bent on re- 
venge and condemnation. This instinc- 
tive and rather savage reaction to the 
criminal act is inconsistent with the 
advancements we have made in, say, 
mental health or alcoholism. 

The idea of deterrence has been in- 
terwoven with vengeance for a long 
time. Plato felt that all punishments 
should be public so that one man’s error 
and consequence might be a lesson to 
all. Perhaps the practice was success-~ 
ful in ancient Greece, but we have sta- 
tistics which indicate that our present 
system of punishment is searcely a de- 
terrent to crime. The combination of 
these two elements of attitude—ven- 
geance and deterrence—stand in the op- 
position to the curative programs which 
modern penology would nurture as the 
spirit-in-the-space of today’s and to- 
morrow’s penal institutions. 


Briefly, and perhaps over-simply, the 
modern penologist is convinced that 
crime is largely a form of illness and 
that it can be treated as any disease is 
treated, i.e., scientifically. He feels that 
we can give proper attention to the 
symptoms of crime, scientifically seek 
out potential wrong-doers and apply 
preventive treatment. We no long- 
er approach the problems of the 
mentally deranged with hocus-pocus, 
condemnation and public caging, It 
has taken some doing, but we have 
gradually come to accept the theory that 
the mind can suffer illnesses just as the 
body can. Thus, we confine the sick in- 
dividual—for his own good and for so- 
ciety’s—and we treat him with the idea 
that ultimately he will be released a 
better, healthier, productive man. We 
know now that society will not reject 
him for having undergone the therapy. 


This, of course, is not true in the case 
of. the criminal. We are quick to con- 
demn the man who commits a crime. 
We punish him by killing him or con- 
fining him, and once he enters one of 
our prisons statistics tell us that, al- 
though he is-usually released, the odds 
that he will manage to stay out are 
heavily against him. For one reason or 
another, after a man commits his first 
crime, it is likely that he will be in and 
out of prison for the remainder of his 
life. 


Because our law postulates free will, 
it has some fundamentally anachronis- 
tic ramifications. In the light of current 
knowledge about the sensitivity of man’s 
personality to the influences of his en- 
vironment and experience, it seems ob- 
vious enough that we are guilty of over- 
simplification when we hold that every 
sane man is fully responsible for his 
conduct. (And we are certainly guilty of 
some peculiar logic to be able to say 
the reverse, that every man not res- 
ponsible for his conduct is therefore not 
sane.) Judge Learned Hand has said 
“The use of history is to tell us what 
we are, for at birth we are merely emp- 
ty vessels and we become what our 
tradition pours into us.” 


To charge a man with sole responsi- 
bility for an illegal act and to take his 
life for the act is something similar to 
putting to death a tubercular who has 
not been examined but who has dis- 
turbed the peace with his coughing. But 
our entire penal and judicial systems 
are punctured with such defects and in- 
consistencies: the toleration of crime as 
a natural extension of business prac- 
tices; the ineffectiveness of our enforce- 
ment procedures; the brutalities. of ap- 
prehension techniques; the subordinate 
seat taken by justice in the courtroom 
contest between prosecution and de- 
fense; the disparities of sentencing: the 
risk of convicting the innocent, We are 
not really coming to grips with these 
problems in our society. A step forward 
would be the adoption of a judicial pro- 
cedure whereby the courts determine 
only the innocence or guilt of the ac- 
cused and qualified, unemotional ana- 
lysts would decide the type and length 
of sentence best for each individual. 
The sentence would thus be made to fit 
the criminal, not the crime, and a man 
could be released or retained when such 
was best suited to his progress. It is not 
fair to the individual or to society to 
release a man from prison who is not 
prepared to enter his community again 
or who is certain to return to prison at 
the first opportunity for criminal ac- 
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tion. Neither is it reasonable to keep a 
man who has learned how to contribute 
to society, imprisoned until he wastes 
away cr is spiritually dead. But these 
are tragedies familiar to our wardens 
and social workers who have no choice 
but to carry out sentences imposed by 
the courts. 

Modern penologists are proposing re-« 
habilitation as a solution to many of 
these problems. It is a proposal that 
has been successfully explored in sev- 
eral instances, but one that is not very 
popular. I feel that it deserves our ser- 
ious consideration. What is this reha- 
bilitation? Isadore Hyatt, chief psycholo~- 
gist at the Eastern State Penitentiary in 
Philadelphia has written in his article 
“Stone Walls Do Not a Citizen Make:” 

“Rehabilitation implies that impris- 
onment is not only a question of serv- 
ing idle time in high-walled, impene- 
trable surroundings for the purpose of 
protecting society or as a means of pay~ 
ing a debt for a legal misdeed, but also 
a time when warped attitudes and 
twisted personalities are remolded and 
reshaped. The aim of rehabilitation 
should be a peaceful (both inwardly 
and outwardly), productive citizen.” 


It may be easy to ignore them but it 
is difficult to discount these ideas of 
reform, (The public would prefer not 
to think about them at all, comfortable 
in the knowledge that prison breaks are 
infrequent and unconcerned about con- 
ditions behind the walls.) 


Given the proper conditions, for every 
criminal who will not. respond to reha- 
bilitative measures there are several 
times as many who will. Sometimes re- 
habilitation may be a very difficult pro- 
cess. (In the case of the psychopath, it 
may be impossible to administer treat- 
ment, and there are admittedly a num- 
ber of so-called “incorrigibles” in our 
prisons today who pose a problem out- 
side the abilities of rehabilitation). But 
frequently, rehabilitation as the spirit- 
in-the-space means nothing more than 
supplying a man with a useful skill so 
that he may earn a lawful living in so- 
ciety. Frequently, it means educating a 
man, or demonstrating some trust in 
him. It is obvious to penologists that the 
majority of the men in today’s penal 
institutions are lonely, immature rejec- 
tees who come from hostile and inade- 
quate backgrounds. They simply have 
special problems that need to be solved 
in special ways. I feel that we are not 
doing enough to meet this problem. 
Rehabilitation is taken all too lightly 
by us, and as a result, by prison ad- 
ministrators and custodial staffs, even 
though convincing proof of its merit 
and effectiveness exists. 


Bertrand Russell has asserted that mo- 
ral progress consists of a widening of 
the boundaries of human sympathies. I 
think we ought to accept this as par- 
ticularly pertinent to the progress of 
penology. Certainly, we must broaden 
our scope of inquiry and understanding 
in the area if we are to see past those 
formidable barriers which emotion and 
prejudice have built up in front of us. 


But I do not think it overly optimis- 
tic to feel that we can remove those 
barriers and that in a few years those 
futile, fortress-like institutions where 
confinement is the chief aim will be 
abandoned for penal spaces which my 
colleagues will be designing in the as- 
surance that the spirit-in-the-space will 
be therapeutic, rehabilitative—humane.

Millsaps — Top Air Force Scientist 


In November, 1960, the U.S. Air Force selected a young Auburn 
alumnus, Dr. Knox Taylor Millsaps ’40, as Chief Scientist of its Re- 
search Division and as Executive Director of the Air Force Office of 


Scientific Research in Washington, D.C, 
Dr. Millsaps, meteoric rise to the top 
civilian position in Air Force Research 
comes as no surprise to Auburn physi- 
cists, who have knewn him as not only 
a distinguished young scientist but also 
a capable musician—during his. college 
days he played with nationally famous 
jazz bands and may still be heard as 
drummer on records with Les Brown— 
and a humorist of a high order. 


On Jan. 13, Dr. Millsaps made a 
whirlwind visit to Auburn as guest 
speaker for the Physics Colloquium 
and demonstrated the abilities that 
have made him an outstanding scien- 
tist and a nationally known after- 
dinner speaker. At the colloquium he 
spoke to Auburn physicists, mathema- 
ticlans, engineers, and students on 
“Heat Transfer in Laminar Flow,” us- 
ing the solution of a difficult problem 
as the core of his presentation. Around 
@ lucid presentation, penetrating ana- 
lysis, and accurate solution of the prob- 
lem, he built a brilliantly entertaining 
lecture that fascinated a layman in the 
audience, who didn’t happen to re- 
member the first elementary principle 
of physics when he entered Tichenor 
Hall for the lecture. 


Dr. Millsaps’ salties of wit arise spon- 
taneously from his treatment of his 
subject, amd they not only illuminate 
the subjeet but correlate it with a 
wealth of history and human activities. 
His ability to comment upon life so 
trenchantly indicates.a deep involve- 
ment in life itself—an involvement that 
his record‘of activities bears out. 


In addition to being an outstanding 
jazz drummer, he has developed other 
hobbies almost to perfection as means 
of relaxing from science, the ma- 
jor interest of his life: While a young 
college professor and during his early 
days in government service, he devel- 
oped flying into a very active hobby. 
He is now an accomplished pilot with 
several hundred hours logged in many 
types of aircraft. Also while teaching, 
he found time to develop an interest 
in raising Irish wolfhounds. He is still 
a@ member of the national society of 
Irish wolfhound breeders and has with 
him in Washington Bold Buckler of 
Ambleside—better known to his 
friends as Buck. 


He has recently made gardening his 
foremost hobby and chief means of 
relaxation from a hectic schedule. At 
the same time he continues the gracious 
Social entertainment of friends, pro- 
fessional associates, and official visitors 
that he has—according to Washington 
Bources—raised to the level of an art. 

Behind the gracious host, the musi- 
cian, the humorist, the pilot, the gard- 
ener, the raiser of wolfhounds, is the 
hard driving scientist who was born in 
Birmingham on Sept. 10, 1921, and who 
finished secondary school-work there 
and entered Auburn University—from 
which he graduated with a B.S. degree 
in 1940. Upon leaving Auburn, he 
plunged into graduate work at Calif- 
ornia Institute of Technology and in 
1943 received a Ph.D. degree in applied 
mechanics. 


During the years’ 1941 to 1945, he 
Was a teaching assistant and research 
fellow at the California Institute of 
Technology. He then served as asso- 
Ciate professor of aeronautical engi- 
meering at the Ohio State University 
until 1948. At that time, he joined 
the Office of Air Research, Air Mater- 
ie] Command, at Wright Field, Dayton, 
Ohio, 

For the next few years, Dr. Millsaps 
alternated between different scientific 
positions at Wright Field and teaching 
at Auburn University where he was 
Professor of Physics. 

In 1955 he joined the Air Force 
Missile Development Center. Later 
that year, he went to the Massachu- 
Betts Institute of Technology as Pro- 
fessor of Mechanical Engineering hav- 
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ing been granted a year’s leave of ab- 
sence by the Air Force. During his 
teaching assignment Dr. Millsaps kept 
in close touch with military research 
as a consultant to the Department -of 
the Air Force in his special. fields. of 
applied mathematics, 


In 1957 he became Chief Scientist of 
the Air Force Missile Development’ 
Center, His unusually broad role was 
that of advising the Center Staff on a 
wide variety of scientific problems 
connected with the Center’s mission 
and maintaining coordination between 
the Jocal research activities and those 
at other government and academic in- 
stitutions throughout the country. 


In November, 1960, Dr. Millsaps was 
selected to serve as the Chief Scien- 
tist of the Air Force Research Divi- 
sion, as well as the Executive Director 
of the Air Force Office of Scientific 
Research, in Washington, D.C. As the 
Chief Scientist of the Air Force Re- 
search Division, the parent organiza- 
tion of the Air Force Office of Scien- 
tific Research, he serves as advisor to 
the Commander of Air Force Research 
Division, as well as to the commanders 
of units under the purview of Air 
Force Research Division, in matters af- 
fecting the basic and applied research 
programs of this command. As the 
Executive Director of Air Force Of- 
fice of Scientific Research, he directs 
the contract and grant-supported pro- 
gram of basic research in the areas of 
aerospace, chemical, biological, mathe- 
matical, and physical sciences. 


Dr. Millsaps is married to the former 
Lorraine Marie Hartle of Camarillo, 
Calif., and they have two daughters— 
Melinda Marie, 2%, and Mary Char- 
maine, 1. He is a member of numerous 
professional, scientific, and learned soc- 
ieties; is listed in International Who’s 
Who, American Men of Science, and 
other publications; and is the author 
of approximately forty scientific pub- 
lications in technical and learned jour- 
nals,

Professor Creates New Love Of Opera 


“Opera is the highest form of musical and dramatic art,” says our 


unofficial art critic in the Alumni Association front office. 


Her thesis 


would receive less argument from and create more interest among Au- 


burn students today than it would 
have two years ago. The changed at- 
titude is largely the result of the work 
of Craig Hankenson, hard-working 
young associate professor of music. 


Since the fall of 1959, Prof. Han- 
kenson has devoted a large portion of 
his time and considerable talents to 
developing student potential for musi- 
cal drama and to creating an appre- 
ciation of opera. The effectiveness of 
his work became apparent this month 
when more than one thousand students 
and faculty members witnessed his 
Opera Workshop production of Hum- 
perdinck’s Hansel and Gretel in the 
Auburn Union Ballroom. 

Prof. Hankenson produced Hansel 
and Gretel with an all Auburn student 
cast—except for a troop of young dan- 
cers of pre-college age. Stage, lighting, 
costume, and properties assistants were 
all students—which emphasizes a point 
in Prof. Hankenson’s philosophy for 
campus productions: If a student is 
available for a role or an assignment, 
the student gets it. The purpose of 
Opera Workshop is to develop poten- 
tial student talent. If casting a stu- 
dent in a leading role requires consid- 
erably more work than using the pro- 
fessional talent available from faculty 
and faculty wives, Prof. Hankenson 
does the work. 


Music majors and minors receive a 
large portion of Prof. Hankenson’s 
time—he spends 30 hours each week in 
the classroom, where he teaches both 
voice and subjects associated with mu- 
sical drama. However, his efforts are 
by no means limited to students ma- 
joring or minoring in music. At the 
moment, he is quite enthusiastie be- 
cause campus-wide auditions for the 
forthcoming production of Rogers and 
Hammerstein’s Carousel turned up four 
fine student singers that were -prev- 
iously unknown to the Music Depart- 
ment. 


Carousel and the term musical drama 
emphasize another point in Prof. Han- 
kenson’s theory and practice. His de- 
votion to opera does not destroy his 
appreciation of good musicals or pre- 
vent his using musicals to develop 
talent for musical drama. Again his 
theory and practice meet with the ap- 
proval of Auburn students, who have 
enthusiastically adopted the planned 
production of Carousel as their Spring 
Show for Auburn Union in April. 

Prof. .Hankenson’s busy teaching and 
production schedule on campus has not 
prevented his continued development 
of personal talents. and promotion of 


good opera and opera appreciation 
elsewhere. He is a member of the 
Chautauqua Opera Company, which 
each year gives six performances in six 
weeks. This year he was appointed 
assistant to John Daggett Howell, gen- 
era] director and general stage man- 
ager for the Chautauqua Opera Co. 

Locally, Prof. Hankenson is chair- 
man of the Alabama Opera Assoacia- 
tion. He is also an active member of 
the National Operation Association, 
which has the objective of decentraliz- 
ing opera through presentations in the 
vernacular. He is a strong advocate 
of the thesis that opera appreciation 
at its best comes only with an under- 
standing of opera’s dramatic content. 
His contribution to furthering such 
understanding is already outstanding: 
He has made English translations of 
Smetana’s Bartered Bride (which he 
produced on the Auburn Campus last 
year) and Haydn’s The Apothecary and 
has been commissioned this year to 
translate Verdi’s Rigoletto into Eng-- 
lish for the Chautauqua Opera Co.— 
Dr. Kar] J. Geiringer, eminent Boston 
University musicologist who lectured 
on the Auburn campus recently, was 
lavish in his praise of Hankenson’s 
translation of the Haydn work. 

Auburn had reason to welcome Craig 
Hankenson’s advent on campus when 
he came. His credentials looked good: 
A native Mississippian, he held a Bache- 
lor of Music from Mississippi Southern 
and a Master of Music from Eastman 
School of Music. He was already a 
singer of note, having given numerous 
concerts and recitals. His repertoire 
included some 21 oratories and cantatas 
and he had had leading roles in profes- 
sional productions of eight well-known 
operas. 

Furthermore, he enriched the cul- 
tural life of the University by bringing 
with him a wife, Joyee Hall Hanken- 
son, who also holds a Master’s in Music 
from Eastman School of Music and 
who has an outstanding record of pro- 
fessional performances. Mrs. Hanken- 
son is an accomplished singer and 
teacher, who is freely giving her talents 
and time to the University community, 

Auburn has no reason to be disap- 
pointed: The Hankensons are more than 
living up to original Auburn expecta- 
tions. They, like other members 
of Prof. Hubert Liverman’s Music De- 
partment, are making Auburn a much 
better place to live. (And we should 
note that the Hankensons are now 
three—daughter Meredith made it @ 
trio eight months ago.)

College Leaders Meet Here 


Presidents and deans of 20 Alabama 
and Georgia colleges met at Auburn 
University Feb. 17 to investigate ways 
of improving teaching quality and the 
quality of other services in associated 
Southern colleges. 

The group was concerned with the 
shortages of qualified, com petent 
teaching staffs, inadequate organiza- 
tion, support, facilities, and programs 
not serving the needs of the times. 

Already the Southern Regional Edu- 
cation Board has projected a need for 
42,000 additional college teachers in 
the Southern region between 1960 and 
1970. The college administrators pre- 
sent thereby cited the need for a col- 
lege teacher intern plan. 


The group agreed to make itself a 
continuing body to make further study 
of college problems.

Scientist Must Know Languages 


A bright blue booklet from Belgium 
made its way into the hands of Ameri- 
can educators recently and carried with 
it, in bold type, a serious indictment of 
one area in American: education. 

The booklet, entitled “Increasing the 
Effectiveness of Western Science,’ was 
published by the University Founda- 
tion in Brussels; It. is the report of. an 
independent study of ways to strengthen 
science in the Western world made 
among nations of NATO. 

Among a list of common. obstacles to 
the progression of Western science was 
included an “insufficient knowledge of 
foreign languages.” 

On this matter, the booklet said: “It 
is impossible to carry out research or to 
communicate with fellow workers with- 
out some knowledge of languages other 
than the mother tongue. While the 
smaller countries may not always put 
sufficient emphasis on the teaching of. 
languages to students of science, it is 
the scientists of the United States who 
are most sadly lacking.” 

Scientists of the Western world are 
not the first who have been concerned 
about American shortcomings in this 
area. Marion B, Folsom, when Secretary 
of Health, Education and Welfare, said, 


“The United States is probably weaker 
in foreign-language abilities than any 
other major country in the world.” 

To combat this situation, the National 
Defense Education Act of 1958 autho- 
rized the United States Commissioner 
of Education to offer any college or 
university in the nation federal aid to 
establish critical language programs. 
The aid amounted to up to 50 per cent 
of costs of establishing and operating 
a language and area center dealing with 
languages critical in our relationships 
with the rest of the world. These were 
languages seldom taught in this country 
prior to that time. 

These centers, established primarily 
at the graduate level, are to teach not 
only the language, but also the history, 
geography, sociology, economics, reli- 
gion and politics of the language area 
with which they are concerned. 

Nineteen language area centers were 
organized in the first year of the NDEA 
program, offering instruction in Rus- 
sian, Polish, Serbo-Croatian, Hindi-Ur- 
du, Persian, Chinese, Japanese, Uraliec- 
Altaic, Korean, Tibetan, Arabic, Tur- 
kish, Hebrew, Swahili and Portugese. 

None of the original 19 language cen- 
ters were in Southern universities.

Engineers Remodel Branch Library

Twenty years ago nine organizations 
of the School of Engineering at Auburn 
jointly purchased a $1,000 U.S. Savings 
Bond. Their intention was to spend the 
proceeds from the bond at its maturity 
for some project beneficial to engi- 
neering students here. As a result of that 
purchase the Engineering School now 
has a newly-decorated library, which 
includes a portrait of the late Dean 
Joshua Eyre Hannum. 


Tau Beta Pi, national honorary en- 
gineering association, inspired the idea 
of. purchasing the bond and maintained 
possession of it. In the winter of 1960, 
Tau Beta Pi President John Daniel con- 
tacted other owners to determine the 
use of its proceeds. Co-owners were 
given the alternatives of taking their 
share for individual disposal or of join- 
ing in a project to benefit the Engi- 
neering School. 

Pi Tau Sigma (honorary mechanical 
engineering fraternity) and ASME 
(American Society of Mechanical Engi- 
neers) elected to join in a joint project 
with Tau Beta Pi. Also available for 
such project was the share of the Bri- 
aereans, a now extinct organization 
that was one of the bond purchasers. 

Dean James A. Wade, formerly spon- 
sor of Briaereans, worked with Tau 
Beta Pi, Pi Tau Sigma, and ASME in 
selecting the remodeling of the library 
as the most beneficial project available: 
light in the library was poor, walls 
needed paint, and new curtains were 
necessary. 

In the process of selecting the pro- 
ject, many members of the organizations 
expressed a strong desire to place a por- 
trait of the late Dean Joshua Eyre Han- 
hum in the library. Dean Hannum, a 
man not easily forgotten, served as dean 


of the School of Engineering from 1943 
to 1958 and after his retirement from 
that position as director of the pre-en- 
gineering until his death last year. 


Cost of the proposed project promised 
to exceed the shares available from the 
bond, and Tau Beta Pi led the way im 
pledging to give added funds. Pi Taw 
Sigma and ASME also pledged addie 
tional funds and some other engineering 
student organizations—The Institute of 
Aerospace, The American Society of Ci< 
vil Engineers, and Eta Kappa Nu (elec= 
trical engineering honorary)—joined im 
upon invitation. 


A total of $1,200 was expended, and. 


the project was completed last summer, 
As a result the Engineering Library is 
now an excellent study area with floure 
escent lighting, freshly painted walla, 
new curtains, and a memorial portrai® 
of. Dean Hannum.

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Unique Auburn Alumni Team— 


Carden and Roden Prepare Atlas For Re-Entry 


When the gleaming white re-entry vehicle is lofted to the top of 
the mighty Titan ICBM in preparation for a test flight at Cape Cana- 
veral, two Auburn alumni pause a moment to take a deep breath. But 


only for a moment because they’re 
busy directing the activities of the 
people who are hard at work preparing 
the next re-entry vehicle for a 5,000 
mile flight to Ascension Island. 


W.S. (Steve) Roden ’47 and John R. 
Carden ’49 form a somewhat unique 
team in charge of the operation of the 
Florida Missile Test Station of the 
Avco Research and Advanced Develop- 
ment Division of Wilmington, Mass. 
Their backgrounds contain many sim- 
ilarities. Both are natives of Alabama 
—Steve from Falkville and John from 
Birmingham. Both received degrees in 

eronautical engineering. 


Steve entered Auburn in 1942 but 
left in 1944 for Navy duty. Returning 
in 1946 he changed from chemical] to 
aeronautical engineering because of an 
interest developed in 18 months of 
naval aviation. John first entered Au- 
burn in 1943 but spent the next few 
years in the Navy V-5 program, re- 
turning in 1946. Steve was a photo- 
grapher for both the Plainsman and 
the Glomerata. He was a member of 
Delta Sigma Phi while John belonged 
to Sigma Phi Epsilon. 


John and Steve were first associated 
‘professionally in the late 1940’s when 
both were aeronautical research scien- 
tists at Edwards AFB, California, flight 
testing the world’s first supersonic air- 
craft, the rocket powered X-1. For the 
past eight years they have worked to- 
gether in missile testing on the Atlan- 
tic Missile Range. First, as flight test 
engineers for Northrop Aircraft on the 
Snark program, they -were invoived 
in early missile testing at Cape Cana- 
veral, 

In their present positions—Steve as 
Base Administrator, and John as Sup- 
ervisor of Test Operations—they direct 
operation of their company’s test sta- 
tion, which is responsible for the pre- 
paration, checkout and flight testing 
of re-entry vehicles for three major 
inter-continental ballistic missiles: Ti- 
tan, Atlas and Minuteman. Avco Re- 
Search and Advanced Development 
Division was formed a few years ago 
as the primary research activity of the 
Avco Corporation and has been extre- 
mely active in the field of re-entry ve- 
hicle research, development and test- 
ing. Indications are that the division 
will become increasingly involved in 
space activities. 


The test station, comprised of some 
100 highly skilled personnel, has to its 
credit already many successful flights 
of its re-entry vehicles aboard both 
the Titan and Atlas. Recently these men 
saw the USAF Minuteman, the nation’s 
first solid fuel ICBM, through its first 
Successful test. It carried an Avco re- 
entry vehicle when it was flight tested 
at Cape Canaveral. 


Most noteworthy previous success 
occurred April 8, 1959, as a result of a 
Thor-Able launch, Aveo provided the 
heat shielding material that protected 
the re-entry vehicle from temperatures 
reaching some 12,000 degrees Faren- 


heit as it re-entered the earth’s atmos- 
phere, This was the first re-entry ve- 
hicle to be successfully recovered after 


an ICBM range flight. 

One of the main purposes of a flight 
test program is to secure data on per- 
formance of the re-entry vehicle dur- 
ing flight and re-entry into the earth’s 
atmosphere. This information is gained 


by means of a telemetry system which 
is in effect a small, complex broadcast- 
ing station that flies aboard the re- 
entry vehicle and continually sends 


back radio signals to a ground receiv- 
ing station. However, during hottest 
portions of re-entry, a signal “black- 
out” occurs. To overcome this, Avco 
developed a special recoverable data 
package known as a Data Cassette. No 
larger than a small fire extinguisher, 
it contains a small tape recorder that 
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records data normally lost during the 
blackout phase. After flight, the data 
is located, floating in the water near 
Ascension Island, by USAF planes and 
is fished out of the water by Range 
recovery ships. The recorder contain- 
ing the data is returned to Avco to aid 
in the design of more advanced re- 
entry vehicles. 


Family life in communities surround- 
ing Cape Canaveral might be consid- 
ered rather hectic as contrasted with 
normal patterns of an 8 to 5 workday 
for the husband. In the missile busi- 
ness, well-established dinner hours 
and long-range plans for recreation or 
social activities are often luxuries. It 
is not uncommon for Steve and John, 
along with fellow missilemen, to work 
16 to 24 hours at a stretch. In addi- 
tion, they must do considerable travel- 
ing, often on very short notice. In this 
day of space age distances, they, on 
one trip, may cover the entire peri- 
meter of the United States: to Los An- 
geles for an Air Force conference; on 
to Seattle and Boeing about the Min- 
uteman ICBM project; back to the Wil- 
mington, Mass., home office, and fin- 
ally home. 


Both the Cardens and Rodens live in 
Eau Gallie, a community of some 15,- 
000 about 30 miles from Cape Cana- 
veral. Steve is married to the former 
Kathryn Gilder of Birmingham whom 
he met while she was attending Au- 
burn in 1946-47; they have two daugh- 
ters, age eight and six, and a four- 
year-old son. John and Sue Carden 
(formerly Sue Chandler of Opelika) 
are kept busy by three sons, ages eight, 
six and two. 

Although there is not much time for 
outside activities, Steve is now serving 
as secretary of the Florida Section of 
the Institute of the Aerospace Sciences 
in which another Auburn alumnus, and 
also an Avco employee, George Burrus 
III '37, is active as co-chairman of the 
program committee. 

When work permits free time, sim- 
ilarities between John and Steve end. 
John heads for the golf course; Steve 
pushes into the nearest swamp in his 
airboat. Even then half their thoughts 
may be on next week’s flight sche- 
dules and work problems.
